move the invaders as soon as pos- 
sible. In this stand, it appears to 
have the support of the vast major- 


| ity of ordinary people, 


The Communist party is loudly 
trumpeting its part in Sunday's 
operation, but outside of the Com- 
munist Daily Worker, press com- 
ment is unanimous and unequivocal 
in condemning the squatters on the 
grounds that lawless actions of this 
kind threaten to throw the whole 
rehousing program out of grear, and 
that they constitute a monstrous 
interference with elementary pros 
perty rights 

As might be expected, the Daily 
Worker raises a lone voice on the 
squatters’ behalf—or rather on be- 
half of the Communist party offi- 
the operation, 
It declares that it is an “affront to 
commonsense and mockery of the 
sufferings of our people for empty 
houses to be tolerated in any part of 
the country. The argument that 
empty houses now being taken over 
wera being renovated to let once 
again as luxury flats will impress 
no one and the suggestion that 
houses -which are private 
property should be regarded as more 
sacred than empty camps which 
are government property will be 
most emphatically repudiated.” 

But in every other London news- 


paper, the opinion is flatly stated 
that this time the squatters have 
gone too far. Whereas the inva- 
sion of disused army camps was 
regarded with benevolent tolerance 
by all concerned—including the 
police and housing authorities—a 


planned campaign which js clearly 
straight political propaganda by 
leftists has aroused little 
sympathy 

But although the government is 
being encouraged on all sides to be 
firm with the squatters, it does not 
escape scotfree. There is a widee 
spread feeling that many houses 
which cofild be made habitable with 
very little effort, have been allowed 
to lie empty far too long 

On a broader scale, Health Min- 
ister Aneurin Bevan, Britain's

Labor in Australia, 
Seeks Re-election 


CANBERRA, (CP)—The Austra- 
lian Labor party, more successful in 
federal politics during the war than 
at any time since confederation at 
the start of the century, is cam- 
paigning for re-election Sept. 28 
and extension of its record five-year 
term in office. 

With the late John Curtin as 
leader, the Labor party took over 
the government in October, 1941, af- 
ter Prime Minister Robert Menzies, 
now opposition and Liberal leader, 
had been forced to resign less than 
a year after a neck-and-neck elec- 
tion, and a government formed by 
Arthur Fadden, Country party 
leader, had been defeated on the 
floor of the house. 

Two independent members, whose 
parliamentary votes decided the 
overthrow of the short-lived Fadden 


administration, enabled the first | 
Curtin government to control the 
house {!n which Menzies’ United 
Australian party and Fadden’'s 
Country party had a total of 36 
seats against labor's 36. 

Elections, which were to have 


been held immediately after Curtin 
had formed the first Labor govern- 
ment since depression years, were | 
put off when the Japanese attacked 
Pear! Harbor in December, 1941. It 
was not until two years later when 
Australian voters returned 49 Labor 
members in a landslide against the 
United Australia and Country par- 
ties that the Curtin government 
was secure. 

Prosecution of the war was the 
issue both in the 1940 election in| 
which Labor increased its represen- 
tation in the 75-seat house from 28 
to 36, and in the 1943 election when 
it won 14 more seats and lost only 
one 

Labor ts led now by Prime Minis- 
ter Joseph Benedict Chifley, 61- 
year-old trade unionist, who suc- 
ceeded Curtin upon his death in | 
July, 1945, and is his party's seventh 
prime minister.

NEW YORK.—Question: Does the 
world still have religious faith? 
Answer: Thousands of American 
soldiers in Camp Lee, Va., knelt in 
the post's 10 chapels Sunday and 
prayed for divine aid for seven-

Members of the U.M.W.A. working in the 
toal fields of Alberta and British Columbia 
are taking a strike vote, negotiations for a 
new agreement having broken down. No 
vote has been called of miners in fields which 
get out coal for domestic use, as bargaining 
there is still going on. 

For the time at least the railroads and 
other users of steam coal—not house-holders 
—are the consumers who face a possibility of 
having their supplies cut off. 

The original demands of the miners in- 
cluded a $2.50 per day wage increase, a wel- 
fare fund royalty of five cents per ton, anda 
40 hour week. The wage demand is under- 
stood to have been the one which blocked 
negotiations between the miners and oper- 
ators in the steam coal fields, 

There is no need at present to worry about 
the hardship that could result from a stop- 
page of work in the domestic coal mines. 
This stoppage may not occur, And in any 
case the resulting plight of the house-holder 
is obvious witlf winter coming nearer day by 
day. What is to be regretted immediately 
is that steam coal production is likely to be 
stopped, with heavy loss to miners, operators 
and the public. 

It is very unfortunate that steps were not 
taken earlier in the season to formulate 
year-long agreements and so make certain 
that there would be no interruption in either 
steam coal or domestic fields in the months 
when ample supplies will be needed and 
should be available. The tie-up of United 
States mines months ago gave plenty of 
warning that this had better be done.

Renew the Conference 


An official statement issued at Regina 
says negotiations will be resumed in Otta- 
wa in a few weeks between the federal minis- 
ters and representatives of these provinces 
Which have expressed a desire to complete 
tax agreements, Thus far only three provin- 
ces had done this, Saskatchewan, Manitoba 
and New Brunswick. 

It is hoped the other six will fall in line 
in the meantime, and thus make it possible 
to renew the discussion of a general] plan in 
which all would be included. That is much 
more desirable than that the talks should 
aim only at bilateral agreements between 
the Dominion and some of the provinces, 
with the others holding out. 

Such individual agreements would fall 
short of the most important purpose to be 
gained through a revision of the federal- 
provincial financial set-up. That purpose 
is to redistribute tax revenue in such a way 
that some of the money raised by taxing 
corporate and private incomes in wealth- 
ier provinces would be siphonéd back for 
the development and welfare of the others. 

Ontario; Quebec, and ,in lesser degree 
British Columbia, are pools into which is 
drawn enormous wealth produced on the 
prairies and in the maritimes, Under pro- 
vincial taxation the proceeds from this 
wealth go into the treasuries of these pro- 
vinces, and the areas in which it is produc- 
ed have to get along with poorer lughways 
and other facilities and services. 

In the long run this reacts to the disad- 
vantage of the three provinces in question 
also. But their governments .do not admit 
the point, and take the selfish attitude that 
what they can collect they are entitled to 
keep. Perhaps it is useless to try further 
to get them to take the long view. But what 
hope there is of getting such a redistribu- 
tion of tax revenue depends on persuading 
them, 

The governments of the favored provin- 
ces cannot be compelled to surrender taxing 
powers of the national authority and may 
be afraid of the reaction at the ballot boxes 
if they did so, Still, it is worth while trying 
again to persuade them, for without such a 


revision of the collecting and spend- 
ing of tax money there cannot be 
uniformity of such living conditions as 


these are affected by the carrying on of 
public works, And in the end the “banker” 
provinces stand to benefit if the others are 
unable to develop their resources and main- 
tain a high standard of living 

The negotiations, #it is therefore to be 
hoped, will develop into a renewal of the 
federal-provincial conference, and not re- 
sult merely in deals between the Dominion 
and such of the provinces as do not enjoy 
the power to tax wealth created outside 
their own boundaries 


A Call for a Show-Down 


Secretary Byrnes gave the world some- 
thing to think about in his speech at Stutt- 
gart. What he said there demands atten- 
tion because it forth the considered 
policy of the United States.

This of course is quite the reverse of the| 


views freely expressed in most Allied coun- 
tries during the war years. While Hitler's 
seemingly all-powerful army was striking 
down state after state and threatening to 
subjugate the continent, it seemed axiomatic 
that the future of Europe could be secured 
if Germany were vivisected, stripped of war 
potential, and the remnant made incapable 
of ever again disturbing the peace. 

But Hitler has gone, and in the cold light 
of what has followed it does not appear 
that the outlook for peace and freedom in 
Europe has been secured by the extinction 


of German power. The fact is emerging) 
that Europe needs a strong Germany, purg- | 
ed of militarism, and thoroughly establish- 


ed as a bastion of democracy, 

This is what the United States stands 
for. It is also. what Britain stands for. 
France, wanting the Ruhr and the Rhine- 
land and fearful of a recrudescence of Ger- 
man aggression, is opposed, Russia must be 
counted as also opposed. , 

If this division of the Big Four is regret- 
table, the cleavage was not brought about 
by Mr. Byrnes’ speech, it existed long be-| 
fore the speech was made, and was not to 
be closed by ignoring it or holding silence. 
His clear definition of the situation is time- 
ly, because it puts an end to uncertainty 
and calls for a show-down which had to 
come and had better come now than later.

They have compiled a 639 winning percentage at home with 46 
victories and 26 losses and a 625 mark on the road with a 40-24 re- 
cord 

IN 1941, the year Brooklyn won over the injury-riddled Cardinals 
the lead changed hands 13 times. This year the lead has switched 
an even dozen times 

Nine games behind in August of 1942, the Cardinals sped to the 
front near the wire with a finish that produced 43 vctories in the 
last 52 games.
